Conqueror. This lady, about the cloſe of the eleventh century, here 
eſtabliſhed a priory of monks, whom ſhe brought from the abbey of St. 


Lucian at Belvace, granting to them the church of St. Martin. Her ſon, 
Stephen earl of Albemarle, not only ratified his mother's eſtabliſhment, but 
augmented the revenues of the priory with the churches and tythes of Burſtal 
in Yorkſhire , and many other pariſhes in England, but alſo with the churches 
and tythes of ſundry places within the duchy of Normandy. In the year 1130. 
William earl of Albemarle, ſon of Stephen, by licence from Hugh arch-biſhop 
of Rouen, erected the priory into an abbey + dependent c on that of St. Lucian 
at  Belvace; __ in that ſtate it now remains.

Champaigne, having married Adeliza, fiſter to William the aac, was 
by that king made earl of ALBEMARLE, and had a grant of the lordſhip of the iſle of Holder- 
neſs in Yorkſhire, at the recommendation of John arch-biſhop of Rouen, who at the ſame time 
gave him the town of Albemarle, upon condition that, in all expeditions where the arch- 
biſhop went in perſon, he ſhould be his ſtandard-bearer with twelve knights. Odo was ſucceeded 
by his only ſon, Stephen, who, excluſive of other children, left iſſue William, ſurnamed Le 
Groſs, his eldeſt ſon, and ſucceſſor in the earldoms. William le Groſs died, leaving iſſue 
only one daughter, his heir, viz. Hawis, or Hawiſe, married firſt to William de Magnaville 
earl of Eſſex; ſecondly, to William de Fortibus; and thirdly, to Baldwin de Betun. Theſe 
huſbands, in her right, ſeverally took the title of Earl of Albemarle ; but ſhe had not any 
iſſue by any of them, except by her ſecond huſband, William de Fortibus, to whom ſhe 
bore one fon, William de Fortibus; who married Aveline daughter of Richard lord Mont- 
fichet. This William, after the, death of his mother and her three huſbands, became, in 
her right, earl of Albemarle, and at his death left iſſue two daughters, his coheirs, viz. Hawiſe, 
who died without ifſue; and Aveline, who married Edmund earl of Lancaſter, ſecond ſon 
of king Henry III. and became counteſs of Albemarle ; but this lady dying without iſſue, 
the title became extinCt.

four feet. The nave and choir are ſeparated from the other parts of the church 


by forty- four large columns, excluſive of the four in the tranſept which 
ſupport the lantern and ſpire. Thoſe which carry the roof of the choir are 


round, and ſome of them are ſtudded from top to bottom with fleurs de 


lys of tin gilt with gold, and fixed on an azure ground; whereas each of 


the columns in the nave is formed by a group of ſmall pillars conjoined, in 
the ſame manner as is obſerved in thoſe of the tranſept.

＋ Several records, preſerved in the archives of the cathedral of Rouen, mention the let- 
ters ſent to the pope by Bertrand de Beceyras biſhop of Agen, Odo duke of Burgundy,

314. who 


engraved it from a delineation made by ſir William Dugdale. In the ſame 


plate is alſo engraven the figure of Berengera, or Berengaria, daughter of Sanche 
king of Navarre and Arragon, and wife of king Richard I. copied from her 
effigies, ſtill remaining on her tomb in the middle of the choir of the abbey 


de I'Eſpan, near Mans, in the Orleanois, founded * her in the year 1230. 


William, third Jon of the e Maud 1 ber : ſecond husband, Geoffreß 
Plantagenet, earl of Anjou, and brother to Henry II. king of England, 
dying at Rouen, in the year 1164. was interred within this cathedral. The

„ n it formerly ſtood over the place in which his heart was 
depoſited. On the ſuperficies of this monument, which is of touch, is placed 


an elegant figure, in white marble, as large as life, repreſenting the king with 
his crown. on his head, lying at full length, dreſſed in his royal robes, and 
holding his heart in his hand. The ſilver baluſtrade, which anciently incloſed 
this monument, was carried off by the Hugonots, who plundered the cathedral 
. the civil wars in the reign of Francis II. 


In the ſame ied, on the ke fide near the altar, is a + Se monu- 


ment, of black and white marble, ſixteen feet broad, and twenty-one feet in 


height, which may truly be called, as it is here, a Mausolkuu of the two 


cardinals Gzonct: p'Amorst, uncle and nephew; and, for the number of its 
figures and other ornaments, may juſtly be efteemed a moſt excellent perform- 


ance*. On the lower part of this monument are fix figures in white marble, 


- repreſenting Faith, Charity, Prudence, Fortitude, Juſtice, and Temperance, 


placed in diſtin& niches of touch, ſeparated from each other by pilaſters orna- 
mented with funereal emblems; and on the top, which is alſo of touch, are 
the ſtatues of the two cardinals f, cut in white marble, larger than life, 


kneeling, and holding their hands cloſed and elevated, as at their devotions.

the mutineers of Beſſin, who had given him ' ſeveral glaring proofs of their 
inclinations to a revolt; as alſo for preſerving a free paſſage along the river 
Orne, with which it hath a communication by means of a channel cut between 
it and the moat. It is at preſent much out of repair, having of late years been 
greatly neglected: however, ſome tokens of government are ſtill preſerved, by 
its having a. governor (che duke de Coigny) an etat-major, and a ſmall 
garriſon of invalids. The governor's apartment is not very ſplendid, but com- 
mands a moſt delightful proſpect of the adjacent country. It is at preſent 
inhabited by the lieutenant general of the balliage, who is alſo the conſulting 
clerk of the parliament of Rouen. Henry I. king of England, raiſed the 
walls of this caſtle to a greater height than his father had done, and added 
the high tower now called the Dunczon, which was afterwards encompaſſed 
with a ſtrong wall flanked with four leſſer towers. This dungeon hath lately 
been put in thorough repair, and is chiefly uſed as a place of confinement 
for ſtate-priſoners, and ſuch others as by letters de cachet, obtained at the 
Joint requeſt of their family, are deprived of their liberty, in order to pre- 
vent the odium of ſeeing a man diſhonour himſelf by committing little mean- 
neſſes after he hath ruined his eſtate.

with a ſteeple over. "the lantern in the centre. The weſt end is alſo a very 

plain, but neat. building, flanked with two towers of the fame workmanſhip, 

each ſurmounted with a ſpire of remarkable height. The inſide conſiſts of a .

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In the middle of the choir, and juſt before the high altar, was depoſited 
the body of the founder, William the Conqueror, king of England, and duke 
of Normandy, under a moft ſtately monument, erected at the expence of his 
ſon William Rufus, and richly adorned with gold, filver, and- precious ſtones, 
by one Odo, a goldſmith of Caen. The top-ſtone of the monument was of 
touch, ſupported on each fide by three pilaſters of white marble; and thereon 
lay the figure of the king, as large as life, dreſſed in his robes of ſtate ;

* Beſides the immenſe benefit Which William 5 in his life-time — on this abbey, 
he on his death preſented thereto the crown which he uſed to wear at all high feſtivals, together 
with his ſceptre and rod, a cup ſet with precious ſtones, his candleſticks of gold, and all other 
his regalia ; as alſo the ivory bugle-horn which uſually hung at his back. Theſe were after- 
wards redeemed by his ſon William, who, in exchange for the ſame, granted to the monks 
the manor of Coker in Sdmerſetſhire, and at the ſame time confirmed the poſſeſſions, privi- 
leges, and exemptions, which had been grant: to. n by his father.

The . cho, as well as the reſt of the ſpedators, was greatly ſurpriſed 
at finding the body in fo perfect a ate after having been buried near four 
hundred and fifty years, in order to perpetuate the memory of ſo remarkable 
an incident procured a picture of the royal remains, in the condition they 
then appeared, to be painted on board by the moſt eminent painter of the 
place, and cauſed it to be hung up, together with the before- mentioned original 
inſcriptions, on the wall of the abbey- church, oppoſite to the monument. 


The tomb, being again carefully cloſed, remained undiſturbed until the year 
1562. when the Calviniſts, in a religious fury, forced it open, in expectation 


of meeting with immenſe treaſures; ; but finding nothing more than the bones 


of the Conqueror, wrapped up in red taffeta, they threw them about the 
church in great deriſion, after having broken in pieces the monument, toge- 
ther with the royal effigies which lay thereonꝰ. Moſt of the bones were after- 


wards collected together by monſicur de Bras, and delivered into the cuſtody of 
father Michael de Canalle, one of the monks and bailly of the abbey, Who 


carefully lodged | them in his cell, with an intent to reſtore them to their 
ancient place of ſepulture, as ſoon as the troubles ſhould be ended: but 


the town being ſome time after taken by admiral Chaſtellion, the religious 


were driven from the abbey; and the royal remains once more diſperſed : 


however, the viſcount de Falaiſe having at the time of theſe diſturbances | 


obtained from the rioters one of the thigh-bones +, it was by him afterwards 
depoſited in the royal grave. About the ſame time the picture of the Con- 


queror's remains, as they appeared lying in the tomb in the year 1522. fell 


in the hands of Peter Hode, gaoler of Caen, and one of the rioters, who 


converted one part thereof into a table, and uſed the other as a cupboard- 
door; but theſe, being four YEE * diſcovered and reclaimed by monſieur

* Monſieur de Bras, an officer of the town, who was . in the church when this act of 


violence was committed, in his curious treatiſe, intitled LES RrcuERCHESET ANTIQUITES DE LA 
PROVINCE DE NrusrRiz, informs us, that a few days after the Calviniſts had deſtroyed the 
monument, and burnt moſt part of the inſide of the church, ſome of the ſoldiers, on ſtriking 
the ſtone cheſt, in which the remains of the Conqueror were depoſited, obſerved that it gave 


a hollow ſound, and concluding from thence that it might contain ſome valuable treaſure, 


broke it open, notwithſtanding his intreaties, and the remonſtrances which he, being then walking 


in the church, made againſt ſuch violation of the royal ſepulchre. The expectation which theſe 
| ſoldiers entertained, of finding treaſure within the Conqueror's grave, is not in the leaſt to be 


wondered at. It was well known, that in ancient times it had been cuſtomary to depoſit coin, 


| Jewels, and other valuable treaſure, in the tombs of princes, and other great men, at the time 
of their interment. The Normans demoliſhed the, tomb of king Clovis, in the church of St. 
Genevieve, in hopes of finding treaſure, and were not diſappointed ; the like ravages were com- 
mitted by them, on the ſame account, in other tombs; and we are told that one of the monks of 
the royal abbey of St. Germain des Prez, found, in the tomb of king Childeric within that church, 

a treaſure of conſiderable value, which the monk appropriated to his own uſe ; but afterwards, in 


the year 1656. when on his death-bed, being ſtruck with remorſe for that act of ſacrilege, he 


confeſſed the fat, and, by way of atonement, bequeathed to the abbey-church the preſent organ, 
which coſt thirteen thouſand livres.

The ſeveral chapels POO on FE ſide of the choir do not afford any 
ſepulchral monuments ; neither did I meet with any epitaphs, either in the 
choir or 'nave of this church, except that of the Conqueror. The weſt window 
is almoſt totally obſcured by a moſt gigantic organ built cloſe to it, and 
allowed to be the fineſt in all France. This organ is fo big, as to require 
eleven large bellows, and is too loud to be heard with pleaſure elſewhere than 
in the choir, and at the diſtance to which it is proportioned. 


Amongſt the plate WP EPA in the treaſury of this church, is a curious 
filver falver, about ten inches in diameter, gilt and inlaid with antique 
medals. Tradition aſſures us, that it was on this falver, that king William 
the Conqueror placed the foundation-charter of the abbey when he preſented 
it, at the high altar, on the dedication of the church. The edges of this 
ſalver, which ſtands upon a foot-ſtalk of the ſame metal, are a little turned

The hiſtorians of his time tell us, that it being cuſtomary with the 
duke, during the celebration of any/ council, to put a ſtop to, and prevent, 
all tumults and contentions: whatſoever, and to enjoin the obſervance, by all 
ranks of people, of an' exact Rate of tranquillity, and an intermiſſion of all 


buſineſs and matters of conteſt, which he called LA Taevs DE Dizu, he on 


that account gave his new-erected.- ch rch the name of Sainte Paix de Tous 
Saints. It is to this particular truce, Jy ſlate of quiet and repoſe, injoined by

* I would not here be underſtood to ſay poſitively, that the poor have no relief from the 
monaſteries : what I mean is, that there are not, at the religious houſes in this country, 
daily diſtributions of charity, ſuch as hiſtorians tell us were exerciſed in England before the 
Reformation ; and of which kind of charity we have yet ſome remains, particularly at Lambeth 
palace, Where thirty poor perſons are relieved by an alms called the Dol, which is given, 

three times a week, to ten perſons at a time, alternately ; each perſon then receiving upwards 
of two pounds weight of beef, a pitcher of broth, a half-quartern loaf, and two pence in 
money.

that lord to his party. In this he ſucceeded,” and, as a hoſtage for the performance of his engage 
ments, put the ſon of Ralph de Haranc into the hands: of Euſtace, ry ſame time delivered: Bis 
two ſons inte the king s cuſtody, as pledges for his fidelity. Euſtace, who. had long watched for an 
opportunity of revenging himſelf on Ralph de Haranc, on account of ſome miſunderſtanding which 
ſubſiſted between them, having thus gotten Ralph's fon into his power, imthediately cauſed both 
his eyes to be put out, and in that condition ſent him home. This flagrant anſtance of perfidy and 
inhumanity enraged king Henry to ſuch a degree, that he forthwith ſent the two ſons of Euſtace to 


Ralph de Haranc, who, in retaliation for the treatment his ou had x met with, put out ages" SG 


and cut off their noſes, and teturned thern to their father.

The inhabitants of 
Breteuil, who were ſtrongly attached to the intereſts of king Henry, ſoon ſent him intelligence of the 
motions of Euſtace and his wife : whereupon the king marched directly to. Breteuil, where being 
received with great joy by the inhabitants, he inveſted the caſtle, into which juliana, with a ſmall 


| body of troops, had retired. Juliana, finding that it would be impoſſible for her to withſtand the 


ſiege, demanded to capitulate with her father, who conſenting thereto, ſhe came out of the caſtle; 
in order to ſettle with him the terms of capitulation ; but as ſoon as the conference was begun, ſhe 


| took the opportunity. of ſhooting an arrow from a croſs-bow at the king, which providentially gave 


him only a flight wound, The king, enraged at the behaviour of Juliana, ordered the caſtle: to be 
inſtantly aſſaulted on all ides, and the bridge to be broken down, in order to cut off all communica 
tion between the town and the beſieged. Juliana, finding herſelf deprived of all hopes of ſuccour 
from her huſband, and that ſhe muſt in a ſhort time ſurrender the caſtle at diſeretion to her father, 
from whom ſhe could not reaſonably expect any mercy, let herſelf down, by młans of a rope, out 


of one of the caſtle-windows, into the ditch, and from thence eſcaped to her huſband ; upon 


which, the beſieged threw open the gates, and ſurrendered to the king. After the reduction of 
the caſtle of Breteuil, king Henry laid fiege to Evreux, the garriſon whereof made a vigorous 


defence. Several accidents happening to retard the king in carrying on the approaches; and his 


army being weakened by ſickneſs and fatigue, he called a council of war, at which Ouen, biſhop. of

.*T he nave and choir are- ſeparated from the chapels and fide-ailes by thirty- 
two. elegant pillars, firteen on each fide; and the tranſept of the croſs 
forms an octagonal dome, or lantern; over which riſes a lofty turret, termi- 
nated by a ſpire, which was erected by Lewis XI. at the inſtance, and under 
the immediate inſpection, of the famous cardinal Ballie whilſt he was biſhop. 
At the: back of the chancel, and adjoining to the church-yard, are three 
igures, ſtanding. againſt a pillar, and repreſenting canons of the cathedral, 


having their heads covered with their ameſſes, according to the cuſtom of 


former times. At a little diſtance from them, againſt another pillar, ſtands 
the figure of a fourth canon, bare-headed, and holding his hand upon his 
heart, in token of repentance. Tradition fays, that this laſt figure was deſigned 
to repreſent a canon, who, being convicted of hereſy, was excommunicated, 
and deprived of his eccleſiaſtical benefices, but having afterwards abjured | his 
errors, was reconciled to the church, and reſtored to his former rights and 
privileges. To this it is added, that the chapter, in order to perpetuate the 


memory of that tranſaQtion, inſiſted, at the time of the rebuilding of 'the 


_ cathedral by Henry I. king of England, that theſe figures ſhould continue fixed

The 1 of this cathedral conſiſts of chürty-one canons, among which 


they reckon ſeven dignitaries, viz. the dean, the grand chanter, the three arch- 
deacons of Evreux, Newbourg, and Ouche; the treaſurer, and the penitentiary “. 


Eight of theſe canons, being eſtabliſhed upon the old foundation, are ſtyled 


Barons, on actount of the barony of Angerville, which belongs to them. 
Next in rank to the dignitaries, is the abbot of Bec; to which office a 
canonry in this cathedral is re annexed. 


The abbey dedicated to St. \Taurltws ſands near the ſpot where that 
fainted biſhop was interred. Behind the chancel of the abbey-church, at the 
depth of about eight feet from the ſurface, is a vault, to which you deſcend

reduced, .and that the only means left for him to become maſter of the city, was that of ſetting it 


on fire; but, as the doing of it muſt neceſſarily occaſion conſiderable damage to the churches and 


houſes of the citizens, he at the ſame time gave his royal word, that, if the council would conſent 
to that propoſal, he would, out of his own purſe, amply repair all damages whatſoever. The 
biſhop heſitated for ſome time, but at length yielded to the king's remonſtrances ; whereupon the 
north fide of the city was fired ; and the ſeaſon being dry, the flames in an inſtant communicated 
themſelves to all parts. The church of St. Saviour, which ſtood in the middle of the city, was the 
firſt that was burnt ; and after that, the cathedral, and ſome other pariſh-churches, were reduced 
to aſhes. Soon after this, peace was concluded between Henry and Almeric, by the mediation of 
Pope Calixtus II. and the king amply made good his promiſes in regard to the rebuilding the 
cathedral, &c. and the repairing of ſuch . as had been ſuſtained by the citizens.

| Lownn' Nenad is ; principally a grazing — and contains a {ls 
greater quantity of paſture ground than the Urrzx, which is for the moſt 


part corn land. Great quantities of lean cattle are annually brought from 


moſt of the interior parts of the kingdom into Lower Normandy, where they 
are fatted, and then ſent to Paſſy, where is the great mart from whence 
Paris is ſupplied with live bullocks. The horned cattle here 'are but ſmall ; 


and the ſheep are about the ſize of thoſe we have in Norfolk, and, when 


properly fed, are full as well taſted. In the neighbourhood of Conde ſur 


Noireau they have a ſpecies of very ſmall ſheep, which are in great eſteem, and 
generally ſent up to Paris in winter, as preſents. The Norman horſes are 


very fine, well-ſhaped, ſtrong, and greatly valued in France. They have all 


long tails, of which their owners are extremely careful, not ſuffering them to 


be docked, as is ridiculouſly the faſhion in 1 Their 700m: and mules

The uur! beverage of the Normans is eyder, the kc of this province ; > of 
which 1 ſeveral times taſted, and found it ſtrong and good-bodied, but harſh, and 
in all reſpects inferior to the cyder of Herefordſhire and Devon. All parts of 
Normandy are not equally noted for good cyder : the beſt ſort is ſaid to be 
made in the pays Baſſin, or neighbourhood of Ifigny, and in la vicomtè d'Auge, 
where it is the chief and moſt profitable appanage of the duke of Orleans. 
When the crops of apples fall ſhort, this cyder is fold at about three-pence 
ſterling an Engliſh gallon ; but in plentiful years it may be purchaſed at leſs 
than half that price. For this reaſon, great quantities of this liquor are annu- 
ally diſtilled into brandy, although it is not permitted to be fold in any parts 
of France, except in Normandy and Britany, leſt it ſhould prejudice the con- 


ſumption of the wine-brandies of Poitou, pays d'Auhis, and other provinces ; 
which alone are admitted into Paris, and tranſported to the French colonies.

The Normans have frequently 


to obtain permiſſion to export their cyder and perry brandy to the 


French colonies, alledging, as a' reaſon for their being allowed ſuch indulgence, 


chat they pay one full third of all the monies raiſed in the kingdom of 


France; this province paying to the king no leſs than eighty-four millions of 


livres annually : but hitherto they have not received any favourable anſwer 
0. their application; and it is generally thought that they never will, as the 


granting their requeſt would be attended by the utter ruin of ſome other 


provinces, who would never find the vent for their wine-brandies, becauſe the 


Normans could afford theirs' at nine-pence ſterling per gallon Engliſh ; whereas | 


the wine-brandy cannot be made and ſold at a lower price than ſeventeen 
1 us for the ſame quantity. 


The crops 4 corn in Normandy are 1 thin and 1 ; which, T 


am inclined to think, is not ſo much owing to the nature of the ſoil, 
to the oppreſſions under which the people labour; for, as the tenant is 0 


to diſcharge all taxes, which taxes are impoſed upon him in an almoſt arbi- 


trary manner, and without a due regard to his rent, if he happens to have 
a better crop than ordinary, he is ſure to pay for it, and therefore is not 
very anxious after improvements; but thoſe who are not under theſe hardſhips, 
viz. the farmers of lands belonging to gen houſes, have as good _ 
as any I ever r ſaw in England. 


Moſt of the villages are fituated in bottoms. The poor people's houſes, if 
1 may venture to call them houſes, are built with mud walls, and covered 
with thatch. The old houſes in ſome of the great towns are moſtly built 
with timber and plaiſter. T he firſt ſtory projecting over the ground-floor, as

attributed to Joſeph of Arimathea, to St. Peter, to St. Paul, and to Simon Ze- 


lotes, each of whom hath met with advocates for ſupporting his claim thereto, 
and for having erected the firſt Chriſtian oratory in Britain. However, I ſhall 
not in this place enter into a diſcuſſion of that controverſy, but refer the 
reader to biſhop.

I am therefore induced to think, that the round- 
arched buildings without ornaments are to be conſidered as the modern Nor- 
man architecture fince the Conqueſt ; and that the pointed arch ſucceeded, and 
brought with it the ornaments added in after-times : in which caſe it muſt be 
obſerved, that the width of the windows is enlarged ; for the windows in the 
two abbey-churches above mentioned are narrow, as are all thoſe I have ſeen 
in the round-arched churches before mentioned. This conjecture is the more 
probable, as the number of round- arched buildings in Normandy is much leſs 


than thoſe with the pointed arch; and this, in my opinion, ſeems to denote the 


former to be the oldeſt. It may likewiſe be added, that the mouldings and 
turnings, in the old round-arched churches there, very much reſemble what 
I have ſeen in ſome round-arched churches in England, which have been 


thought by ſome of my learned friends to be Saxon buildings; but after what 


1 have ſeen in this tour, I cannot be of that opinion, but rather apprehend 
them to be built by ſome of the Normans, who enjoyed eſtates here, given 
them by the Conqueror, who introduced, as much as in him lay, the laws, 


cuſtoms, and language of the Normans, and moſt probably their method of 
building.

This hs interview, 1 theſe two young kings, was held on Thurſ— 
day (being Corpus-Chriſti day) the 7th of June, in the year 1520. the ſeven 
days ſince Henry's arrival at Calais (where he landed on Thurſday the 31ft 
of May) having been taken up in negotiations and compliments. The ſuperb 
dreſſes, the coſtly entertainments and preſents, and the valour and activity of 
both the princes, and their ſeveral courtiers, who were admitted to be par- 


| takers, were beyond any thing then known in Europe, during the whole 


entertainment, which laſted twenty days, with only a ſmall intermiſſion of 
three; two of which, Wedneſday. the 13th, and Monday the 18th, they were 
prevented from juſting by the high wind and bad weather; and Sunday the 
17th being ſpent in a reciprocal viſit, Henry dining with the queen of France 
at Ardres, and Francis with queen Catharine at Guiſnes. 


N A houſe erected widows Guiſnes (with the caſtle whereof it had a com- 
munication by a long gallery) is mentioned by all the hiſtorians, Engliſh and 
| French, as a magnificent building, being a ſquare of three hundred and twenty- 
cight feet every way, with a ſagittary in each front, and the motto, CUI 
ADHEREO PR REST; He, to whom I belong, excells.” The liſt, or 
place of arms, was three hundred feet in length, and one hundred and ſix 
in breadth, and well ditched and fortified; and when the kings and their 
aids, being the duke of Suffolk, the marquis of Dorſet, fir William Kingſton, 
fir Richard Jerminham, fir Giles Capel, Mr. Nicholas Carew, and Mr. An- 
thony Knevet, on the Engliſh; and the duke of Vendome, the carl of St. 
Pol, the carl of Montmorency, M. Brions, M. St. Meme, M. Broucal, and M. 
Tavannes, on the French fide, (according to lord Herbert's account; but Du 
Bellay names Vendome, St. Pol, Rochepot, Brion, Tonavis, Boucol, and Mon- 
tafilant) were entered into the liſts ; the French archers and Swiſs guarded 
the Engliſh barriere; and the Engliſh lances, that of the French. 
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Love for magnificence as A was one of he ruling paſſions of king 

Henry VIII. in the indulgence whereof he was greatly encouraged by 
his favourite, cardinal Wolſey, whoſe innate pride gave him a like inclination 
for pomp and ſplendor. The Engliſh nobility ſoon ſaw that a ſimilar prac- 
tice in their own perſons was the readieſt way to ingratiate themſelves with 
the king and his miniſter; and therefore invention was racked for deviſing 
vn moſt effectual methods of 8 with grandeur and oſtentation. 


Francis, the French king, was not one jot behind- hand with Henry in this 
turn of mind; and his courtiers imitated his example to the utmoſt of their 
abilities. Hence, it is no wonder that we find. the propoſed interview proved 
ſo extremely agreeable to each monarch, who could not but conſider it as 
the moſt favourable opportunity for him to exert his darling (urn for pagrantry. 


The contrivance 5 management of chis interview was left to cardinal 
Wolſey, by whoſe zicaus a convention, publiſhed by Rymer, in the 13th

The number of perſons, whoſe curioſity led them to be preſent at this remark- 
able ſolemnity, was great. Among theſe was Edward Hall, recorder of Lon- 
don, who with great accuracy, probably by order of Henry VIII. drew up 
a very circumſtantial account of the tranſactions of every day during the time 
the interview laſted, and printed it in his Chronicle under the year 1520. A 
journal of this interview was alſo at the ſame time written on the part of 
the French, which, being afterwards found in the library of M. Mauzauges, 
preſident of the parliament of Provence, was by him communicated to father 
Montfaucon, who publiſhed it in his MonumtNns DER La MONARCHIE FRA NOISE. 


The diſtance of time between the date of the convention and the day of
